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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


During the years immediately preceding the war , the rubber industry had 
to face difficult problems arising out of overproduction . With the oooupation 
of the Dutoh East Indies and Malaya by Japan , however, rubber became a soarce 
comm odity and the Indian Rubber Production Board was set up in 1942 with 
the object of oncouraging and ensuring increased produotion of rubber by all possible 
means . Tho Rubber Control and Produotion Order, 1946 (which repealed the 
old Order of 1942 on the termination of the purchase of rubber by the Govern 
mont ) expired on 30th September, 1946 , The rubber industry is anxious about 
its future and any continuation of the present unoertainty will tend to reduoe 
produotion . A rocent source of difficulty to the producers of natural rubber will 
be the " synthetio " variety . It is in the national interests to ensure the produo 
tion of natural rubber in this country . 

2 . At a conference representing all interests held recently to consider this 
matter , it was held by an overwhelming majority that on the termination of the 
Rubber Control and Produotion Order , a statutory organisation should be bot 
up to look after the interests of the rubber produoers in India . Its funotions inter 
alia will be to take steps for the efficient marketing of Indian rubbor , adviso 
Government on imports and exports , recommend fair prices , promote research 
and in short, do all such other things 28 may be nocessary for the development 
of the industry .
